64 CANDIDATES ENTERED IN MAY 9, PRIMARY 


EDITORIAL: 


Now Is The Time To Make It Work 


May 9, 1972 will begin the changeover process to 
Agawam’s new system of government, not only new 
in Agawam but to Massachusetts. This town, being 
the first to conceive and adopt the council-manager 
form, now will proceed to have its preliminary elec¬ 
tion to choose 15 councilmen and seven members of 
the school committee; all other elective positions 
will in the future be appointed by either the council 
or the town manager. Agawam adopted its new pro¬ 
cedure last November, with the eastern town of 
Methuen adopting basically the same charter last 
March. 

How drastic is the change? It is considerable, in 
that it has eliminated town meeting and boards of 
selectmen which have been historically part of Mas¬ 
sachusetts town government since 1630, when a 
small group of families settled in what is now known 
as Watertown and in Newton on the Charles River, 
later to be named Cambridge. This is how it began. 

As the population increased, it seemed desirable 
to have a fixed time for their meetings to take care 
of the community business. One of the earliest rec¬ 
ords of an agreement for holding such regular meet¬ 
ings is an entry in the Cambridge records dated De¬ 
cember 24, 1632. It is an agreement to meet on the 
second Monday of each month in the afternoon “after 
the ringing of the bell.” Other towns made similar 
arrangements. 

It soon became apparent that a meeting of all the 
men each month was unnecessary. It was, therefore, 
only natural that they should pick a committee and 
give it authority to take care of town business. What 
we now know as selectmen came into being. They 
were chosen “to do the whole business of the town” 
and that whatever they did was to “stand in a full 
force as if the whole town did it.” Of course, select¬ 
men had that governmental power only between town 
meetings, but during that time (1634) they had more 
power than present-day selectmen. Many of the 
smaller towns still elect selectmen and other town 
officials at their annual town meeting. 

Only in New England do we find open and represen¬ 
tative town meeting existing side by side with county 
and city government. Since it was originally estab¬ 
lished under the colonial law, the open town meeting 
has undergone little change. In 1915, towns began to 
adopt representative town meeting without abandon¬ 
ing town government altogether. Agawam did this in 
1955, which delegated decision making to 150 elected 
representatives, which has grown in number to 180. 

The town meeting held extraordinary powers as 
the primary lawmaking body for 312 units of local 
government; however, the once autonomous towns 
were bound up in meshes of legislation handed down 
by the General Court so that they could neither make 
any change in their organization nor undertake any 
new function without express authorization of the 
legislature. And so matters stood until the people in 
1966 amended their constitution “to affirm the cus¬ 
tomary and traditional liberties of the people with re¬ 
spect to the conduct of their local government.” 
Herein was born what is now known as the “Home 
Rule Amendment” under which Agawam revised its 
charter.

On November 17, 1970, a petition by the voters 
placed on the ballot the question: Shall a Commis¬ 
sion be elected to frame a charter for the Town of 
Agawam? The voters overwhelmingly voted yes. 
Pursuant to that vote, nine men were elected to 
frame a charter. The Charter Commission drew 
heavily on the experience of a town governmental 
committee which preceded its election, and it con¬ 
cluded that more than a simple patching of the old 
government was needed if Agawam was going to have 
a system which would enable it to move forward pro¬ 
gressively and vigorously in the years that lie ahead. 
In its deliberation, the commission established the 
fact that the board of selectmen, acting on a part- 
time basis, could no longer give the direction re¬ 
quired r or ''cmnunity o r 23,000 citizens and that 
the time was long since past when the day-to-day 
business of a corporation the size of Agawam could 
be effectively conducted without a full-time head, a 
pivot point around which the administration of town 
business can revolve. The commission then recom¬ 
mended a full-time administrator (town manager). 

Relative to town meeting — it had become apparent 
over a number of years that even the limited town 
meeting had become cumbersome and unwieldy. Lack 
of attendance on the part of some members made it 
necessary for continuous challenges regarding a 
quorum; time after time at least 43% of the member¬ 
ship was not in attendance. The meetings were dom¬ 
inated by a combination of 37 paid town employees 
and 39 appointed and elected officials. It no longer 
was representative of the citizens at large. 

The commission recommended a 15-man council, 
two to be elected from each of the six precincts and 
three at large, and so passed from the scene another 
historic institution. 

In November of 1971, the voters, by a substantial 
majority, accepted the charter revision as proposed 
by the commission and Agawam became one of the 
first Massachusetts communities to take full advan¬ 
tage of the constitution’s Home Rule Amendment. 

The eyes of many towns throughout the state are 
focused on Agawam. Will the system work? It must; 
it will. It will work because of greater citizen partic¬ 
ipation, which has already become evident in the 
number of candidates seeking office. It will work be¬ 
cause it will enable the council to meet regularly and 
to deal more promptly and more flexibly with local 
problems. It will work, because for the first time the 
administration of town affairs will be centralized un¬ 
der the supervision of a full-time professional ad¬ 
ministrator. 

The opportunity to make it work is at hand. The 
careful selection of their councilmen and school com¬ 
mittee by the voters will start the new system in the 
right direction. Consideration should be given to the 
background and qualifications of all the candidates. 
Consideration must also be given to candidates who 
never before held public office but are motivated by 
their desire to serve. 

The first council will appoint the first town man¬ 
ager, and herein lies the key which will open the door 
to a system of government that will be more respon¬ 
sive to the wishes of the people: that our town be 
operated in a businesslike manner and to the ad¬ 
vantage of its citizens. 


Although the new town charter 
does not deny a town employee 
the constitutional right to seek an 
office on the town council or 
school committee, it does state 
that “no councilman or school 
committeeman shall, while a 
member of the town council or 
school committee, hold any other 
office or position, the salary or 
compensation for which is 
payable out of the town 
treasury.” 

Three town employees are 
about to challenge the above 
section by seeking seats on 'he 
council, Mrs. Priscilla Peterson 
of the veterans’ service depart¬ 
ment; Alfred “Junie” Fontana, 
fire department; and Roger 
Brown, an employee of the parks 
and recreation department, all 
have filed nomination papers for 
the May 9 primary. 

Bernard Drewnouski, a substi¬ 
tute teacher in the Agawam 
school system, is a candidate for 
school committee, which is 
contrary to charter, article 4, 
section 4-5. 

In the case of the council the 
same provision exists and, in 
addition, article 2, section 2-1 
provides that “the town council 
shall be the judge of the election 
and qualifications of its mem¬ 
bers.” In the event that a town 
employee is elected the council 
undoubtly would be bound to deny 
that employee his or her seat, 
however the employee may 
choose to forfeit his or her 
regular salary or compensation 
in favor of serving in the elected 
office; other than that the em¬ 
ployees only other recourse 
would be to resign the elected 
office or seek recourse in the 
courts, which would be costly to 
all parties concerned. 

If an employee is not elected in 
the first place, then the challenge 
will not exist. 

Off To 
A Fast Start 

The coming primary appears 
to be off to a fast start with a fair 
representation of candidates 
from all of the town’s six 
precincts. 

In the school committee race 14 
will be nominated for the seven 
seats and exactly that number 
are seeking nominations; there¬ 
fore, their names will not appear 
on the primary ballot. However, 
in the council fight, 64 candidates 
will be slugging out for the 15 
seats. Listed below are the names 
of the candidates.

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Editorial: 

Weakening The Free Press 

An excellent example of the inherent inequity of 
government controls over the marketplace can be 
seen in the publishing business. Magazine and news¬ 
paper publishers are subject to Phase II guidelines 
but not the Postal Service, which is free to raise 
postage rates to any level it deems necessary. In the 
second-class category, postal rates are slated to in¬ 
crease about 150 percent over five years. Third- 
class postal rate increases are following a similar 
trend. The net result of all this is that there is likely 
to be a gradual drying up of the flow of news and in¬ 
formation upon which the public depends to arrive at 
fair and reasonable conclusions on important issues 
of the day. 

If publications can be put out of business through 
postal rate increases, the question of censorship of 
the press becomes academic. There will be very lit¬ 
tle press to censor and the written word as an ele¬ 
ment of the right of free speech will steadily dimin¬ 
ish in importance as insolvency thins the ranks of 
America’s thousands of daily and weekly newspapers 
as well as the nation’s magazines. 

Westfield Sawings Bank 

Ixias Banner Year 

WESTFIELD — President 
Arthur W. Knapp told cor¬ 
porators attending the 119th 
annual meeting of the Westfield 
Savings Bank at the Sheraton Inn 
recently that the year ended 
March 31 was “one of the finest in 
the history of the bank.” 

“We are continuing to record 
excellent growth,” Mr. Knapp 
said, “reflecting growing 
dimensions of service to our 
communities.” 

During the year ended March 
31, 1972, assets increased by a 
record one-year sum of

This dividend — which was 
payable April 10 — totaled

During 
its organizational meeting the 
committee designated the 
Springfield firm of Hitchcock &

Frank R. Locke of 14 Briarcliff 
Dr., Feeding Hills, chairman of 
the Agawam School Committee, 
has announced his candidacy for 
reelection to his second term on 
the committee. 

A former member of the Task

Summonses To Dog Owners 


According to Health Agent R. 
Francis Milici, the incidence of 
dog bites happening in town has 
been on the increase steadily 
since the month of December. 
During that month we had one 
dog bite case, in January there 
were two cases reported; how¬ 
ever, during the month of Feb¬ 
ruary there were seven cases 
that came through. 

It is quite evident that there is 
little or no compliance with the 
leash law which was enacted into 
law in 1968. Beside the increase in 
dog bite cases, it is readily 


noticeable that dog owners are 
disregarding the law by the in¬ 
creased number of dogs loose on 
the streets and traveling in packs 
throughout town. 

Because of these increases, dog 
bites and dog packs, this office 
has asked the town dog warden, 
Mrs. C. Campbell, to issue 
summonses to owners of dogs 
involved in dog bites, where it is 
shown that the owner was in 
violation of the leash law. She has 
also been asked to increase the 
picking up of dogs found loose 
throughout town.

In the ideal life, all older people 
would have meaningful roles and 
they would be assured of 
fulfillment and a satisfying old 

Iri the world as it is, maintain¬ 
ing spiritual well-being is par¬ 
ticularly hard for older people. 
They suffer many losses: loss of 
loved ones, loss of roles and 
status, loss of income, and often 
loss of health. 

Much of the accumulated 
wisdom of the elderly can no 
longer be used for guidance of the 
young — the world has changed 
too much. Their status is further 
diminished by the fact that, in our 
society, achievement through 
work has become the major 
gauge of worth. As a result the 
elderly themselves, as well as 
younger people, equate 
worklessness with worthlessness. 


To many older people, modern 
society seems to have no real 
place for them. As a result, many 
of them feel aimless, boared, and 
may suffer from chronic 
depressions. 

Most older people grew up in an 
era when spiritual needs were 
closely identified with organized 
religion and they are most likely 
to look to the minister, the priest, 
or the rabbi — not to the 
psychiatrist, the physician, the 
social worker, the educator, or 
the recreation leader — when 
they feel a need for spiritual 
support. 

Many studies have verified the 
central role religion holds in the 
lives of older people. Church 
attendance decreased when the 
infirmities of extreme old age set 
in but the use of mass media — 
religious programs on radio and 


television — increases as a 
substitute. 

Unfortunately, older members 
sometimes feel that their church 
or synagogue does not give them 
meaningful roles, that it is pre¬ 
occupied with younger people, 
while their opinions are ignored. 
And often the church makes no 
effort to reach out to them, to 
offer them transportation if they 
need it to attend services. In¬ 
stead, it excuses them from at¬ 
tendance and thus shuts them 
further out of participation the 
community. 

Religious organizations have 
tended to devote most of their 
efforts for older people to in¬ 
stitutional programs for them, 
although about 95 percent live 
outside of institutions. 


Veterans Beware Of Burial Advertising 


Reminders to veterans to be¬ 
ware of burial advertising im¬ 
plying a connection with the 
Veterans Administration ap¬ 
parently have not stopped the 
practice, the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration reported today. 

A VA reminder issued last May 
stimulated a number of 
newspaper stories on the prac¬ 
tice. One newspaper described 
the operations of a Maryland 
firm in detail and quoted from its 
direct mail solicitations which 
appeared to be designed to look 
like government notices. 

There has been recent attention 
given at Senate hearings to the 
unscrupulous practices of some 
cemetery operators. 

A number of bonafide free 
burial benefits are available to 
veterans, and some sales 
organizations prey on the fact 
people pay very little attention to 


these benefits until the time 
comes to use them, VA said. 

Government benefits include: 

* a $250 allowance toward the 
burial expenses of honorably 
discharged war veterans and 
veterans of peacetime service 
who are receiving compensation 
for a service connected 
disability. 

* burial in a national 
cemetery, where space is 
available. Burial in national 
cemeteries is available also to 
the eligible veteran’s wife and 
dependent children. This 
program is administered by the 
Department of the Army. 

* headstone or grave marker is 
ment of the Army to any 
deceased, honorably discharged 
veteran. 

* an American flag to drape 
the casket is available through 
the VA, and it is given to next of 


kin or close friend or associate of 
the deceased veteran. 

Many veterans know only that 
they have some type of burial 
benefit, and because they have 
not checked the details, many are 
inclined to accept notices of 
“free” benefits as being part of 
the government program. The 
deception is more complete when 
the notices are designed to 
resemble government 
correspondence, it has been 
pointed out. 

Complete information on gov¬ 
ernment burial benefits for 
veterans and their families is 
available at any VA office or 
veterans’ service organization. 
Most post offices and funeral 
directors are familiar with the 
benefits also, and these funeral 
directors will assist beneficiaries 
in applying to the appropriate 
government agency.
